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REPORT. 



The Directors of the Concord Railroad Corpora- 
tion herewith respectfully present to the stockholders 
their forty- second annual report, being for the year 
ending March 31, 1883. 

During eleven months of the year the road was 
operated in connection with the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad, under a joint business contract, for which 
time a percentage of certain joint receipts and ex- 
penditures was apportioned to each road, making 
the gross amount of each, for this road, appear 
somewhat more than it otherwise would have been. 
The net receipts of the Concord road were not, 
however, materially changed thereby, and the result 
of the operation of the road for the year has been 
favorable, as will appear by the following statement 
of receipts and expenditures :

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The financial condition of the corporation is shown 
by the foregoing statement and the trial balance of 
the treasurer, which is annexed to this report. 

It will be remembered that there was included in 
the receipts for the previous year $48,455.74 for old 
rails sold, and the income of that year for earnings 
was apparently increased by this amount. 

There is included in the expenses herein the 
amount of $73,807.66, which has been paid as this 
road's proportion of the new locomotives and cars 
purchased during the last year. 

The business connection with the Boston & Lowell 
Railroad, referred to in the last year's report, has 
been annulled, this corporation having received notice 
from the Boston & Lowell Railroad that a contin- 
uance of the same would be unsatisfactory to that 
company. 

STOCK AND MATERIALS. 

The valuation of stock and materials on hand at 
the close of the year for the use and repairs of the 
road, a detailed statement of which is annexed, 
shows that there was an increase of $74,862.69 over 
the amount on hand March 31, 1882. 

THE MOTIVE POWER AND ROLLING STOCK 

of the corporation have been kept in good condition, 
and large additions made thereto. One new locomo- 
tive, partially constructed the previous year, has been 
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finished and placed in service upon the road, and 
another new locomotive nearly completed during the 
year. Twenty-one (21) locomotives have been thor- 
oughly repaired, five (5) locomotives changed from 
wood to coal burners, and many minor repairs made 
upon others. One (i) new baggage-car, two (2) 
new milk-cars, forty-one (41) new long coal-cars, 
and new bodies for two (2) long box-cars, fifty (50) 
platform-cars, and thirty-five (35) dump-cars have 

/ been built in the shops, and repairs made to twenty- 

nine (29) passenger-cars. Two (2) new passenger- 
cars, contracted for last year, have been delivered to 
the road and paid for ; and, in accordance with the 
provisions of the contract with the Central Vermont 
line, this corporation has purchased a pro rata mile- 
age interest in eight (8) passenger-cars, six (6) 

Y baggage-cars, three (3) mail- and smoking-cars, and 

three (3) postal-cars, which are now in use on that 
line between Boston and Montreal. 

ROAD-BED AND TRACK. 
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The road-bed, track, bridges, etc., have been kept 
well repaired. Three hundred and sixty-three (363) 
tons of new steel rails have been placed in the tracks, 
and six hundred and thirty-three (633) tons of iron 
rails relaid. Ninety-one thousand one hundred and 
eighty-one (91,181) new cross ties and eighty-two 
thousand seven hundred and ninety (82,790) feet of 
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connection ties and frog timbers have been put in 
during the year. Eighteen thousand eight hundred 
and twenty (18,820) feet of new side-track have been 
laid. Four hundred and fifty (450) feet of trestle 
bridging for coal-sheds at Concord have been built, a 
new turn-table put in at Concord Junction, iron 
girders, in place of wood, have been put under the 
track over several culverts on the road, new arches 
have been put in the Souhegan bridge at Merrimack 
and in the Kelley Falls bridge on North Weareroad, 
A new truss bridge has been built over Bear brook, 
and also a new truss bridge over Little Suncook 
river on the Suncook Valley road. Four hundred 
(400) feet of pile bridging, near Epsom station, has 
been filled with earth and stone, and such repairs as 
were required to other bridges upon the road during 
the year have been made. 

THE DEPOTS AND OTHER BUILDINGS 

of the road have generally been kept in good repair. 
A new shed, 30 by 190 feet, for the storage of lum- 
ber, has been built at Manchester, and additions 
made to the coal-sheds at Manchester and Raymond. 
The new freight-house and yard improvements at 
Concord have been nearly completed, with the ex- 
ception of about sixteen hundred yards of stone pav- 
ing, which has been contracted for and is now being 
put in. Plans for a new passenger station and office 
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building at Concord have been substantially agreed 
upon, and the work of constructing the same will 
soon be commenced. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The following fatal casualties have occurred, viz. : 

June 17th, 1882, Josiah West jumped from a mov- 
ing train in the yard at Manchester, fell upon the 
track, was run over, and fatally injured. 

July 15th, 1882, Josiah R. Thompson jumped from 
a moving locomotive at Thornton's Ferry station, was 
drawn under the wheels, and killed. 

Sept. 26th, 1882, two section-men, employed by 
the road, while walking upon the track about four 
miles below Concord, were struck by a passing loco- 
motive and killed. 

Feb. 9th, 1883, the engine of the pay- train struck 
and killed a boy about eleven years old, who was 
unloading wood near the track above East Weare. 

No blame was attached to the road or its em- 
ployes in either instance.
